Cure Claimed For Hydrophobia and 
Cobra. 


Every one knows, of course, that | 


the bite of the Indian cobra is fatal. 
But what Europeans do not actually 


know is whether or not the natives | 


of India really possess the cures they 
claim to have, both for cobra bite 
and for hydrophobia caused by the 
bite of a mad dog. A few years ago 
an Indian civilian in Burma strolled 
out with his gun in the evening 
When scarcely a hundred yards from 
the zayat (or shelter) in which he 
was camping, 8- was bitten in the 
leg by a cobra, which he promptly 
shot. He at once returned to the 
gayat and scrawled a pencil note to 
be carried by his orderly to hia chief 
the deputy commissioner, and then 
resigned himself to the attentions of 
of a couple of Burmese medicine men 
who happened to be passing the night 
there, and to the death whieh he ac 
cepted as absolutely inevitable 
Meanwhile, his superior officer pro- 
corded direct to headquarters on re- 
coint of the news to seal up the un- 
fortunate man’s effects, after which 
he eet out for the zavat to see to the 
burial of his subordinate, On the 
road he met the “dead man” com- 
fortably jogging along towards head- 
quarters, auite recovered.

These women have 
founded at 49 Rue Lafitte a “salon In- 
ternational,” as it ts called. The 
French look upon a woman's club as 
a destroyer of the home and as a con- 
sequence feading to the desertion of 
' children, 80 they have, to use a homely 
phrase, whipped the devil about the 
bush in this euphonious fashion, 

Once a week this society or what 
you will publishes a four page journal 
containing their propaganda, which al- 
ready has 3,000 readers, In connection 
with the “salon International” are a 
tea room and a reading room, and dur- 
ing the week there are musicales, lec.

Witchcraft, Trial by Ordeal and Tri 
bal Fighting Are Passing Out. 


A British White- rt gives an in 
teresting account of the splendid pro- 
grees of peaceful penetration in the 
Provinces of southern Nigeria. Many 
of these rich. districts were closed 
only a few years ago to all comers 
The natives vigorously excluded the 
outer world, and gave themselves up 
to barbarous customs, In the Ibibio 
country of the eastern province in- 
Cossant inter-tribal warfare was car 
ried on until quite recently. Slave 
trading,. twin-killing, human sacri 
fice and cannibaliem were openly 
prncticed. In the Omoduru, Ahvada 
and Bende districts « similar state 
of affairs prevatied. 

Without bloodshed, or even mill: 
tary mensures, the country has been 
civilized and developed, In the ma 
fority of the districts offences against 
human life is rare, and old custome 
tch aa witchoralt and trial by ordeal 
are being dropped Even in the most 
uncivilized tracts the natives are 
aneodily aequiring an appreciation of 
the fustioe administered through the 
native courts which have been estab 
lished, 

Altogether a remarkable transfor: 
mation has been brovgh' about in a 
short time, and erent heatway hae 
been made against the evil Influence 
of the Arosa, They have a powerful 
hold over the natives, who are gener 
ally afraia to give evidence against 
then,, and they indulee whenever pos 
sible in slave dealing.
